OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, April 6, 1864. 
Ir is well for our reputation as a practical people 
at the public generally put but little faith in the 
ability of the & xoa¢ of self-constituted Tercentenary

~ Avon, to get up a festival that should be able to 


express adequately the national feeling towards the

reatest man of English blood who has ever ap- 
ared amongst us. It was soon seen that it was 
ot to honor Shakspeare, but to push themselves 


into notoriety, that the clique of a literary paper 


Usurped the title of the ‘“ National Shakspeare Com- 


“mittee,” to hang, as it were, upon his skirts, and 


80, if possible, to get smuggled into the Temple of 
Fame. There can be no doubt that our London 
committee has made a complete mess of the thing; 
for here we are on the 6th of April, within little 
more than a fortnight of the time, without even an 
outline of what the ridicu/us mus is to be, after all 
the great upheavings of the mountain. One thing, 
however, we are promised, provided money comes 
in, a statue of Shakspeare of bronze, as a kind of 


* perpetual! sentinel, on the top of Constitution Hill, 


and, to keep up the illusion, it is to be placed ina 
sentry-box—the committee call it a canopy in the 
style of the architecture of the Shakspearian era; 
but as it is sure to have the former name attached 
to it if now erected, it is already spoken of as such. 
To secure funds for this ‘“‘desirable” object, the 
voluntary principle having failed to make up a good 
balance at the “ National Committee’s” bankers, the 
Lord Mayor has been persuaded to convene a meet- 
ing at the Mansion House for Monday next, when 
Mr. Fite and the Right Hon. W. Cowper, to the first 
of whom we owe that matchless structure the Royal 
Exchange, and to the latter the splendid application 
of cross-squirts to the “ornamental” fountains of 
Trafalgar Square, are to hold the hats and to ex- 
plain how much more desirable it is to have a 
statue of Shakspeare at the top of Piccadilly, which 
was all fields and swamp in his day, instead of 
placing it on the verge of the Temple Gardens, in 
front of which the new embankment of the Thames 
is progressing, and where it would naturally be 
associated with the Red and White Roses of York 
and Lancaster, and where the face of the statue 
might be turned towards the opposite side of the 
river, looking, as it were, to the “Globe Theatre,” 
the site of which is now occupied by Barclay & 
Perkins’s breweries. 

I believe the Tercentenary notion had its rise | 
with the members of the Urban Club, which holds 
iis meetings at a tavern of which St. John’s Gate, | 
Clerkenwell, forms a part, which you will know by | 
having so often seen the cut of it on the wrapper of | 
the “Gentleman’s Magazine.” This is a very un- | 
pretending club of literary men and artists, the en- 
trance to which involves but little trouble and 
outlay, and which, on seeing that the grand ban- | 


Hquet, promised originally by the National Shaks- 


peare Committee to be held in Westminster Hall, 
but afterwards away in the north at the Islington | 
Agricultural Hall, is not at all likely to be the sort 
of thing that was anticipated, has wisely asked its | 


‘members to assemble within its walls and to “ rest | 


nd be satisfied” with the “Shakspeare Banquet” | 
of its providing. The fact is, it seems that every | 
one who could decently back out of the National 
Committee has been doing soquietly, and this last 
announcement of the members of the Urban Club’s 
atention to keep aloof from the Hepworth Dixon 
dinner, and dine by themselves, looks so like a 
‘ split,” that it is sure to act prejudicially upon the 
success of the London Commemoration. 
As to the Stratford-upon-Avon Commemoration, | 
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Mr. Bellew, with whom the preliminary arrange- 
ments rested, committed at starting the great blun- 
der of giving preference to Mr. Fechter’s melodra- 
matic Hamlet after he had in some way committed 
himself to Mr. Phelps, the consistent representative 
of Shakspeare on the London stage for more than 
thirty years. The consequence, when this became 
known to Mr. Phelps, was that that gentleman in- 
dignantly declined to have anything to do with the 
Stratford-upor-Avon celebration. However, things 
went on smoothly enough for a time, and tickets 
were bought to see the Hamlet of the Lyceum com- 
pany with Mr. Fechter in the part, till the com- 
mittee congratulated themselves upon the promised 
successful issue of the performance. But there 
was “the small cloud in the distance,” and mischief 
brewing. It appears some members of the com- 


‘mittee thought differently from Mr. Bellew, liked 


Phelps in Hamlet better than Fechter, and had the 
indiscretion to breathe it. Upon this the Frenchman 
turkeys up, retracts his promise to fill the part, and 
leaves the Stratford-upon-Avon Committee no alter- 
native but to return the money, and I have just seen 
a caricature of Mr. Bellew in the character of Mer- 
cutio, exclaiming, “ Plague on both your Houses,” 
with the vision, on either side, floating away from 
him, of Phelps in John Kemble and Macready- 
looking costume, and Fechter in a last Paris suit, 
and a bowl of golden sovereigns upset at his feet 
and rolling away into arat-hole. 

However, our publishers have come nobly to the 


‘rescue, and, like men of sound practical sense, they 


have been waking up a truly national and lasting 
monument to Shakspeare during the last twelve 
months, well knowing that wherever the English 
language is spoken the marble for his monument is 
the living, breathing human heart, and the cement 
his own undying works 
which surpass 
All that was ever writ in brass, 


'and will still be more enduring than any other 


monument we may seek to honor ourselves, not 
him, by erecting on this tercentenary of his birth. 
Look at this list, which has been drawn out with 
considerable care, and which is worth preserving as 
a record of how the publishers have sought to raise 
to his memory the most honorable and lasting 
monument which the nation can offer. First of all 
there is Messrs. Day & Son’s photo-lithographic fac- 
simile of the first folio of “Mr. William Shakspeare’s 
Comedies, Histories, and Tragedies,” printed by 
Jaggard & Blount in 1623, of which the second part 
has just reached us; and tothe “letter-perfect” 


| reprint of the same in quarto, of which the Come- 


dies and Histories have been issued by Mr. Booth. 
Mr. Lovell Reeve gives us a photo-zincographie fac- 
simile of the first edition of the Sonnets of 1609; 
Mr. Robert Bell an edition of his Poems; and 


| Messrs. Day and £on, with the sanction of the Judge 


of the Court of Probate, a photo-lithographic copy 
of Shakspeare’s Will, of which Messrs. Sampson, 
Low & Co. also issue a lithographic fac-simile. 

As to really new editions, we have four peculiarly 
deserving notice. Here are three volumes of the 
Cambridge Shakspeare, with the fourth on the eve 
of publication, under the editorial care of Messrs. 
Clark and Wright—a restoration of the text from 
the careful study of the “true original copies ;” & 
new and carefully revised edition of Mr. Dyce’s 
scholarlike Shakspeare, the first two volumes of 
which are now ready; Mr. Keightley’s first volume 
of the “ Elzevir edition,” a carefully revised text ; 
and Mr. Marsh’s admirable “Reference Shakspeare.” 
Besides these, there is Messrs. Chambers’s “ House- 
hold Shakspeare,” from which every naughty word 
has been expunged, and now very fit reading for 
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little folks and little maids, sure not to raise a| the Bible ;” Mr. Marsh’s “ Familiar, Proverbial, and 


blush on the cheek of the one, nor a simper behind | 
a fan from any old maid who may hear Pericles read 
for the first time. Of new editions, or rather issues, 
of received texts, Mr. Nimmo sends forth a “ Ter- | 
centenary Shakspeare” for the people, from the 
Ballantyne press, based on the text of Johnson, 
Steevens, and Reed, as issued in 1813, with a bio- 
graphical sketch by Mrs. Cowden Clarke, in four dif- 
ferent shapes—from that of a single volume at five 

shillings, and a marvel of beauty and cheapness, 

to that in seven monthly shilling parts. Messrs. | 
Routledge put forth a new edition of Chas. Knight’s 
Pictorial Shakspeare, in monthly parts, and re- 
issue, in penny numbers, H. Staunton’s text, illus- 
trated with 800 cuts by the brothers Dalziel, after 
John Gilbert’s designs. They have also a reprint | 
of Mr. Staunton’s text and notes, in four volumes 
royal octavo, issued as “ Routledge’s Library Shak- 
speare,” and re-issues of Hazlitt’s, Campbell’s, and | 
Rowe’s texts—the former in five volumes, and the 

latter two each in a single one. Messrs. Bickers & 

Son give us reprints of Cowden Clarke’s useful edi- | 
tion, with the life and glossary, in four handsome 

volumes octavo, and also in a single volume impe- | 
rial octavo. Mr. Bohn,who has recently presented | 
a life of Shakspeare and a complete Shakspeare | 
bibliography as his contribution to the Philobiblion | 


Society, advertises an eighth edition of Charles | Then we have Gervinus’s “Shakspeare Commenta-

Gallery. Messrs. Chambers re-issue “ Knight’s 
Cabinet Shakspeare,” and Mr. Tegg a pocket edition 
ina single volume. Chalmers’s stereotyped edi- 
tions in eight volumes with notes, and in a single 
volume without notes, have also been reprinted ; 
Messrs. Milner and Sowerby put forth a single vol- | 
ume Shakspeare, with the six spurious plays which | 
first appeared under his name in the folio of 1664; | 
and, besides Routledge’s “ Penny Shakspeare,” al- | 
ready mentioned, there are for the nimble penny | 
Cassell’s admirably “ Illustrated Shakspeare,” with 
notes by Mr. and Mrs. Cowden Clarke, and plates 
after Mr. Selous’s designs, and Charles Knight’s 
“Stratford Shakspeare,” published by Henry Lea. 
There are one or two others of less note, but I think 
Ihave here enumerated all such as are worthy to | 
be heralded across the Atlantic. However, I must | 
not omit Sampson Low’s reprints of Shakspeare’s | 
Tragedy of Hamlet, the first and second editions of 
1603 and 1604, which give us the opportunity of 
mentioning a wily dodge of a country bookseller to | 
find out Shakspeare buyers, by advertising a copy of 

the edition of 1603, for twenty-four shillings, which 

we all know sold at Evans’s rooms some years ago 

for 250 guineas, and was bought by the Duke of De- 

vonshire. Of course everybody is writing for the 

book, and in return receives a letter stating that 

the advertiser advertised is not the advertiser, 

and knows nothing about it. But the opportunity 

is not lost, and a capital list of Shakspeare buyers | 
isthe reward. Of “Shakspeariana” we have Dr. 
Conolly’s “Study of ‘ Hamlet ;’” “ Songs and Son- 
nets from William Shakspeare,” with 30 illustra- 
tions by Gilbert ; Mr. Cowden Clarke's “Shakspeare 
Characters, chiefly subordinate ;” Mrs. Jameson’s 
“Characteristics of Women, Moral, Political, and 
Historical, in Illustration of the Heroines of Shak- 
speare ;” Charles Lamb’s “Tales from Shakspeare,” 
reprinted for the occasion; “The Philosophy of 
Shakspeare,” by the editors of “ Truths Illustrated 
by Great Authors ;” Mr. Brown’s “ Bible Truths, 
with Shakspearian Parallels ;” Bishop Wordsworth’s 
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Select Sayings from Shakspeare ;” “ Shakspeare’s 
Household Words,” printed in gold and colors ; Mr. 
Friswell’s “ Life Portraits of William Shakspeare,” 
to the second edition of which is added a photo- 
graphic fac-simile of his will; Mr. Bellew’s “ Shak- 
speare’s Home at New Place, Stratford-upon-Avon ;” 
Mr. Jephson’s “ Shakspeare’s Birthplace, Home, and 
Grave ;” Mr. Wise’s “ Shakspeare’s Birthplace and 
its Neighborhood ;” the Stereoscopic Company’s One 
Dozen Stereoscopic Pictures, comprising the most 
interesting spots connected with the poet’s life; 
“All About Shakspeare,” illustrated by Gilks; Mr, 
8. Neil’s “ Shakspeare: 
“Chambers’s Journal; Shakspeare Tercentenary 
Number,’’a most interesting memorial of the poet’s 
waysand pursuits, person, relatives, and home, works 
and companions; Beeton’s “Shakspeare Memo- 
rial,” something about his life and times, his works 
and their editions; Cassell’s Stratford-on-Avon 
Programme, with similar information; Booth’s 
Shakspeare Gallery; and his “Seven Ages,” after 
Smirke’s designs; the “Comic Version of Shak- 
speare’s Seven Ages,” published by the Stereoscopic 
Company ; Mr. E}lis’s “ Authentic Portrait of Shak- 
speare, from the Original by Droeshout ;’* and 
Messrs. Cundall’s Shakspeare, from the porratit pre- 
served in Shakspeare’s house at Stratford-on-Avon.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, March 18, 1864. 

Ir has been a long time since we have had in Paris a 
more stirring fortnight than the last fourteen days. 
It has given us George Sand’s “ Le Marquis de Ville- 
mer”’—that admirable story, is it not the best of her 
novels ? which on its appearance made Paris forget 
everything to follow the brilliant Duc d’Aleria in 
his fortunes and Mile. de Saint Geneix in her con- 
cealed love—arranged for the stage and played as 
near perfection as one could wish; it has given us 
Alex. Dumas the younger’s long-expected piece, 
“L’Ami des Femmes ;” it has brought to the ham- 
mer the interesting library of the Duchess de Berry ; 
it has deprived us of M. Laromiguiére (an advocate 
whose family: name is commended to our attention) 
and of M. Charles Didier; it has thrown open the 
doors of the Sorbonne and the portals of la Salle 
Barthélemy to an immense throng of people eager 
in the pursuit of knowledge. But let me pause and 
pursue these themes in something like order, that 
you may not be tempted to say to me as the Car- 
dinal Dubois exclaimed to the impetuous Duke de 
Saint Simon, who had cornered him at Versailles:

“Duke, do for Heaven’s sake throw in a comma; 


and if you could manage to throw in a semicolon, I 
should be so grateful.” 
Last year M. de La Rounat went to Nohant, Mme, 


George Sand’s country seat; he was uninvited, and 7 


as he entered the drawing-room where the eminent 
authoress was seated with her son, M. Maurice 
Sand (whom you sawin America, in the suite of 


Prince Napoleon), and his wife, who is a daughter 4 


of Calamatta, the well-known engraver, and her 
daughter, who is the wife of M. Clesinger, the 
sculptor, and with M. Alex. Dumas the younger, 
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who was at Nohant on a visit, he (M. de La Rounat) | 
said: “Can you imagine, madame, why I yquitted | 
Paris to visit Nohant?” ‘Indeed I cannot.” “ It | 
is to beg you to dramatize ‘Le Marquis de Villemer,’ | 
and give it to the Odeon.” ‘“ Would it have any | 
chance of success?” “I'll guarantee it a long 
career of success.’”’ “ Very well, then, it shall be 
done. Alexandre (she turned to the younger Du- 
mas as she spoke), would you like to join me in 
writing the piece?” ‘Yes, indeed; but let me read 
again the novel, and I'll give you a definite reply | 
to-morrow.” The next day M. Dumas declined | 
taking part in the piece, and it was written by the 
authoress alone. There is scarcely anything changed 
in the novel, except that Peyraque’s family dis- 
appears for a Protestant body-servant, who makes 
somewhat the same figure the traditional Quaker | 
cuts in English farce. It was thought that an ener- | 
getic effort would be made to hiss the piece off the | 
stage. Mme. George Sand’s last novel, “ Mlle. de 
La Quintinie,” raised a great many enemies, and it 
was said that they would damn the play, for they 
are mest virulent. The square in front of the Odeon | 
was filled from an early hour of the day with a 
dense crowd, and the wooden barriers, in which 
the early part of audiences are cooped here, were 
choke-full before noon, although the day was par- | 
ticularly disagreeable from a fine rain and cold | 
wind which blew the falling spray to the very| 
marrow of one’s bones. The curtain was to rise at | 
eight o’clock P.M. Admire the patience of this 
impatient nation, content to stand eight hours to see 
aplay! As daylight declined the crowd became 
denser, and it was an arduous task for the police 
and soldiers to clear way for the Emperor and Em- 
press when they came about eight o’clock. The 
play met with a most enthusiastic reception. After 
it ended, the audience, or rather the pit (which 
was chiefly composed of students from the great 
schools), went in a body to Mme. George Sand’s 
town residence (she has long kept two small rooms 
for lodgings when she comes up to town; they| 
are situated in No. 3 Rue Racine, a street imme- | 
diately adjoining the Odeon) and cheered lustily | 
for her. After their vivats had lasted an hour a figure | 
in female clothes poked a night-capped head out of | 
one of the higher windows, an appearance which 
brought down “one cheer more,” after which the 
crowd proceeded to groan at the door of some of 
Mme. Sand’s enemies. It came out next day that 
Mme. Sand had taken the cars for home after the | 
performance, and that the honored night-gown cov- 
ered an old crone who slept in the garret of the house, 
and who, hearing the uproars, suspected her roof | 
to be on fire, and thrust her head out of the window | 
to ascertain on what ground her fears stood. Messrs. 
Michel Levy Fréres announce the play in book form 
for publication next week; and although it is to 
appear in octavo form (plays are commonly pub- 
lished here in small duodecimo) and to cost 4f., 


Constitutionnel” are reckoned more brilliant than 
ever; M. Villemain cannot be far from eighty, and 
he is as indefatigable as ever in the discharge of 
the onorous duties of Perpetual Secretary of the 
French Academy.

Dumas the .- 
younger’s new piece, which is full of digressions 
on all sorts of subjects—love, marriage, friendship, 


| riches, in fine, almost all the topics of the day, ex- 


cept M. Renan’s “Life of Jesus.” The piece is 
regarded with horror even here, where you know 
vice has a licentious charter. I cannot analyze it. 
It is brilliant, but cold; and a great deal of the wit 
is in wretched taste. It is not a failure, but it isa 
mistake; it shows great talents, but they are per- 
verted. It will have a great run. The piece is 
interesting to literary men as a specimen of morbid 
intellectual physiology. Allow me to seize the 
son’s name to tell you the last bit of petulance of 
his father. The Duke of Saxe Coburg Gotha re- 
cently sent his private secretary to M. Alex. Dumas 


| to obtain a “book” for a grand opera, which the 


duke proposed to compose. The author replied 
that he would cheerfully furnish the “ book” upon 
condition that a reasonable sum of money should 
be paid him in advance. The private secretary 
was embarrassed by this answer, which was of a 
nature princes are not accustomed to receive; and 
he said to M. Dumas: “Surely you do not doubt 
the duke’s ability to guarantee you payment of all 
the money the opera may produce.” “No. That 
is not the question. The duke’s former operas have 
never been successful ; and if the same man is going 
to write the score for my book, the opera will never 
produce any money at all.” Everybody knows 
that the Duke de Saxe Coburg Gotha is really the 
author of the music which passes under his name, 
but this does not diminish the impertinence of Mr. 
Dumas’s sally. 

The three other incidents to which I alluded in 
the first paragraph of this letter are said to be all 
due to one cause—gambling in stocks. What 
evidence of the extent to which this passion extends 
throughout Europe does this connection of names— 
a Bourbon and two villeins—bear!

M. La Romiguiére was a lawyer of merit and the 
son of the famous person of thatname. M. Charles 
Didier was the well-known author of “La Rome 
Souterraine” and other works. He was a learned 
man, and was engaged at the moment of his suicide 
in a work upon Italy. He was quite an intimate 
friend of the late Miss Margaret Fuller; they met 
at Rome, and she was fond of engaging all new 
comers there to read his ‘‘ Rome Souterraine ;” he 
had been blind for some years; he was sixty years 
old. Last Saturday he returned home from Mme. 
de Tourbey’s reception (where he commonly spent 
every Saturday evening, and he was a great favorite 
in that circle), and after he dismissed his servant 
he shot himself through the heart with a pistol— 
the mode of suicide by which M. La Romiguiére 
ended his existence. Both of these suicides are 
attributed to losses on ’change. 

I have not known for years the intellectual anima- 
tion of Paris so great as itis now. The liberal mea- 
sures of the new Minister of Public Instruction have 
done a great deal to produce and to stimulate this 
animation. The institution of public lectures seems 
to be quite firmly planted here now, and while it is 
true that a narrow-minded Minister of Public Instruc- 
tionora stupid Prefect of Police might at any moment 
fell the fair tree, public opinion is so favorable to 
the institution that it would be regarded as inju- 
dicious to make any such attempt. Literary men 
are delighted with it, for it makes them known to 


the publishers, and, at the same time, increases | 


their income. At the Salle Barthélemy immense 
throngs of people. attend the lectures; the receipts 
at the door are giventothe Poles. There are nightly 
at the Sorbonne various lectures by professors of 
the colleges of Paris (do not understand that these 
are the professors of the Sorbonne) who gladly 
accept the minister’s invitation, because it is under- 
stood that successful teaching in these public lec- 
ture rooms will lead to professional promotion. 
There are, on an average, three thousand applicants 
for admission to these lectures; the hall will only 
hold fifteen hundred. The lectures in the Rue de 
la Paix continue to be popular, and the audience 
proved their independence a few evenings since by 
energetically hissing M. Lissagaray, who, they 
thought, attacked the late Alfred de Musset with 
unpardonable vehemence. He has appealed from 
this sentence by publishing his lecture. The Min- 
ister of Public Instruction has won golden opinions 
by appointing Dr. Daremberg, one of the most 
learned men in France, to deliver at the College of 
France a course of lectures on the History of Medi- 
cine. The minister offered the chair to M. Littré, 
who declined it upon the ground that his Dictionary 
(which, by the way, improves with every number) 
engrossed his whole time. I believe that Dr. Da- 
remberg is perhaps even better suited with this 
chair than M. Littré, although, may be, the latter’s 
method would have been more scientific and pro- 
founder. But Dr. Daremberg has been engaged 
above twenty years on a history of medicine, and 
he has visited, clothed by the French government 
with an official character, every library of Europe, 
except those in Russia, Sweden, Norway, and Den- 
mark, to collect materials for this great work. All 
ot these things are awakening the public here to

Great interest is still taken here in the investi- 
gations made to discover the fate of Voltaire’s

mains of Voltaire from his monument in the Pan- 
theon and bury them in an uncultivated field on 
the outskirts of Paris. The government is pursuing 
these investigations with diligence. 
| Imay mention as evidence of the untiring zeal 
| with which our publishers pursue every opening 
which may give them the command of channels of 
communication with the public that Messrs. Michel 
Levy Fréres, who already own “ L’Entr’acte,” have 
been in negotiation to purchase “ Le Figaro Pro- 
gramme.” Before I proceed further I must enter 
upon a brief explanation of a Parisian custom. 
There are no theatre bills (hand-bills) distributed 
in the theatres here. At the door of all the theatres 
there are newsboys (the boys are men of forty 
years old) who have three, four, five, or more news- 
papers of folio form, which are printed every even- 
ing, and contain the bill of performance of every 
place of amusement in Paris, with the names of all 
| the actors and the parts they fill, and all particu- 
lars of news which concern theatres and actors, and 
analyses of new pieces, and anecdotes of the stage. 
They contain advertisements too. In every theatre 
| you find one of these newspapers sold by the box- 
openers, in the refreshment saloon, and between the 
acts. Its proprietor has purchased from the mana- 
ger the exclusive right to sell his paper inside the 
theatre. Messrs. Michel Levy Fréres have pur- 
chased this monopoly in several of the more im- 
portant theatres of Paris for their newspaper, 
“L’Entr’acte,” which they fill with advertisements 
of their publications. Some idle fellow counted that 
their advertisements last year filled 40,000 lines 
of this paper, which costs them nothing but the 
paper and printing, and brings them in several 
| thousand francs in money every year; but they do 
| not care for this; it is valuable to them as an 
| advertising medium. They have another newspaper 
| which affords them an immense publicity ; it is an 
illustrated paper, which appears twice a week. It 
is made up in great part of extracts from their 
publications ; the illustrations are old wood-cuts of 
the “‘ London Illustrated News,” some German illus- 


‘trated paper, and of some of the illustrated papers 
published here. It cannot cost them much beyond 


the paper and printing; it has a great circulation, 
and advertises their publications throughout France. 


‘It is said that when they balanced their books at 


the close of last year, their clear profits amounted 
to $75,000. Such are the benefits of constant ad- 
vertising ! 

You know that the French government, by a wise 
beneficence, maintains a great many literary and 
scientific correspondents travelling in foreign coun- 
tries, exploring their libraries, their archives, their 
museums, their galleries, forests, flora, fauna, rivers, 
etc., in search of everything which may advance 
France in learning or science. How great has been 
France’s gain from these missions you may reckon 
when I instance one particular of the harvest reaped. 
The collections at the Garden of Plants are worth 
four million dollars; they were accumulated almost 
entirely by these correspondents and by the pro- 
fessors of the establishment ; they cost the country 
nothing. To keep France acquainted with the 
results of these several missions and to reward the 
correspondents with the only suitable recompense 
they can obtain—which is to make their fellow- 
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citizens sensible of their labors, the Minister of! 


Public Instruction has ordered that a new series of 
archives of the literary and scientific missions shall 
be published, which shall annually form one octavo 
volume, and of which one thousand copies shall be 
printed. 

M. Paul Lacroix (so well known under the pseu- 
donym Bibliophile Jacob) incidentally announced 
recently in the newspapers that he has in manu- 
script the memoirs of the last forty years, which will 
be published ten years after his death. We shall 
not lack memoirs of our times. The Countess Tas- 
cher de La Pagerie has for years been writing me- 
moirs of her time.

THACKERAYANA. 

Every incident connected with a distinguished 
man interests the public. Therefore, having already 
| given a full and minute account of the literary ca- 
reer of the late Mr. Thackeray—more detailed, in 
some respects, than any biographical sketch of him 
yet published in England—we shall now lay before 
our readers such additional information as has since 
reached us. . 

In the Garrick Club, which he was fond of fre- 
_quenting, Mr. Thackeray’s bust, executed and pre- 

sented by a sculptor who knew and valued him, 
will henceforth remain to remind his friends that 
he appreciated plays and players, although his own 
genius, running into the didactic rather than the 
imaginative, was the reverse of dramatic.

seems to have carefully preserved. Little heaps of | 
unbound French and German stories and memoirs 
and historical sketches lie about—some of them to 
become really valuable to English readers for the 
first time to-day. The library well bespeaks its | 
owner’s varied, liberal, catholic,and yet refined and | 
genial taste. ‘Gone from the books which he loved’ | 
is one of the touching phrases of the epitaph on | 
Southey’s tomb. With the same mournful reflec- 
tion they who admired Thackeray either as a man 
or an author must have thought of him as during 
the past day or two they stood in the library which 
is his no longer.” 

The fact, we believe, is that Mr. Thackeray’s 
library was not very large, for his status as a writer 
and a man of easy means. It was of the genus 
called “editorial” —comprising, with some rare and 
handsome volumes, purchased by himself or pre- 
sented by friends, a great majority of books sent to 
him for critical notice. To those who are curious 
as to the prices, we commend the following detailed

The date 1806 is evidently a misprint 
for 1826. As to Mr. Thackeray's age, it is said 
that a curious gentleman in London has taken the 
simplest as well as surest method of ascertaining 
whether he was born in 1806 or 1811. His birth 
took place at Calcutta, when his father held an 
office under the East India Company, and must 
have been duly recorded in one of fhe parish regis- 
ters of that city. A copy of the baptismal certifi- 
cate, which has been sent for, will settle the questio 
verata as to age, at once and forever.

A New axp Goop Movement.—An act has just 
been passed by the legislature of the State of New 
York incorporating “The American Literary Fund 
Association.” More than one hundred corporators 
are named, and among them are many leading pub- 
lishers, authors, and journalists, and we infer, there- 
fore, that the movement is in good hands, and that 
something substantial will grow out of it. It de- 
serves hearty encouragement, and the experience 
of a similar association in England shows how much 
good may be accomplished. The object is stated 
by the act to be the “raising by subscriptions, do- 
nations, and bequests from members thereof and 
others, a fund to be devoted to making provisions 
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|for the support of such persons as, by age, sick- 
ness, or accident, are incapacitated from pursuing 
their professional callings as authors, editors, or 
writers for the press, and for the support of the 
widows and orphans of such persons, and for the 
purpose of defraying the funeral expenses of such 
persons, and for such other similar purposes as the 
said corporation may deem expedient.” 

A May or Lerrers.—Mr. Rowland Hill, who con- 
ceived and established the penny postage system, 
has lately retired from the secretaryship of the 
London post-office, on account of ill health. Under 
ordinary circumstances his retiring pension would 
have been about $3,000, but the lords of the trea- 
sury, in consideration of the service he has ren- 
dered to the world, have granted him $10,000, his 
full salary, for life, and will continue his pension, 
previously granted, to Lady Hill, should she sur- 
vive him. 

A New Eveusn Pesiication Socrety.—Our Lon- 
don correspondent advises us of the formation of 
an “Early English Text Society.” Its objects are 
stated in the following extract from the prospectus 
which has been forwarded to us: “A few of the 
members of the Philological Society, being anxious 

| to continue the publication of Early English Texts, 
| which that Society lately commenced, but. has now 
for a time resolved to discontinue, have formed a 
committee for the purpose of collecting subscrip- 
tious, and printing therewith Early English MSS. 
A vast mass of our early literature is still unprinted, 
and much that has been printed has, as the late 
Herbert Coleridge remarked, ‘ been brought out by 
Printing Clubs of exclusive constitution, or for pri- 
vate circulation only, and might, for all that the 
public in general is the better for them, just as well 
have remained in manuscript, being of course ut- 
terly unprocurable except in great libraries, and 
not always there.’ It is well known that the Hon. 
G. P. Marsh, the author of ‘ The Origin and History 
of the English Language,’ could not procure for use 
in his work a copy of ‘ Havelok’ for love or money ; 
and the usual catalogue-price of ‘ William and the 
Werwolf, or‘ The Early English Gesta Romanorum,’ 
etc. etc., is six guineas, when the book should be 
obtainable for less than a pound. Notwithstanding 
the efforts of the Percy, Camden, and other Societies 
and Printing Clubs, more than half our early printed 
literature—including the Romances relating to our 
national hero, Arthur—is still inaccessible to the 
student of moderate means; and it is a scandal 
that this state of things should be allowed to con- 
tinue. The Early English Text Society aims at par- 
tially removing this reproach by putting forth an 
octavo series of Early English Texts, some printed 
for the first time from the MS., others re-edited from 
the MSS. from which they were originally printed, 
or from earlier MSS. when such are known to exist. “ 
Nor will reprints of scarce printed books, of which 
the MSS. are not in existence, be excluded from the 
Society’s province, the probable practical value of @ 
work to the student—whether linguistic, historic, 
sociologic, or literary—being the test the committee 
will adopt in determining the publications to be 
issued; but the whole of the Arthur Romances in 
English will, if possible, be produced.”” The sub- 
scription-price is £1 1s. a year. The separate 
texts will be issued through booksellers at 50 per 
cent. on the price to subscribers.

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| SHAKsPEARE’s Witt.—The “Court Service Ga- 
zette” states that Sir James Wild, Judge of the 
Probate Court in London, has directed Shakspeare’s 
will to be cleaned and repaired. It consists of 
three sheets of paper, on each of which is Shaks- 
peare’s signature. Each sheet has been placed ina 
| polished oak frame, between sheets of plate glass, 
The frames are made air-tight, and on the top of 
each is a brass plate engraved, “ Shakspeare’s Will, 
| 25th March, 1616 ;” and each one is fastened with 
one of Chubb’s patent locks. This plan prevents 
its being handled when shown to the public. The 
three frames fit into an open box. The judge has 
also sanctioned the taking of photographs of it, but 
| in the presence of one of the record-keepers of the 
| court. 


SHAKSPEARE AND CERVANTES.—The questio vexata 
in London Literary society at present seems to be 
whether Shakspeare and Cervantes died on the 
same day. It is clear that they did not—one date 
being according to the old style and the other 
according to the new. Therefore Shakspeare died 
ten days after Cervantes died, and, if we believe that 
Shakspeare was born on St. George’s Day, 1564, his 
anniversary ought to be now celebrated, not on the 
23d of April, but on the 3d of May. 


Tue PuotoGRaPHED SHAKSPEARE.—A reprint of 
the first folio edition of 1623, reproduced by photo- 
lithography from the original copies of Shakspeare 
in the libraries of Bridgewater House and the Brit- 
ish Museum, is one of the recent curiosities of Eng- 
lish literature. Unfortunately, though the sun be 
the artist on this occasion, perfect authenticity of 

| copying the text has not been obtained. The pro- 
| cess sometimes fails, it appears, in reproducing the 
| fine up-stroke of some letters, and thus, in the first 
act of “ The Tempest,” where care usurps the place 
of ease, the sense of the original is placed in jeop- 
ardy. It will be necessary, to insure correctness, 
that, in future portions of this publication, the 
proofs be examined word by word, and even letter 
by letter, with the photographic fac-simile, and 
corrected, when necessary, on the stone itself. 


SHAKSPEARE’s WiLt.—The fac-simile of this doc- 
ument, executed by photography, will occupy three 
pages, and will be sold at $1 50, by the London 
publishers. A correspondent of the “ Atheneum” 
draws attention to the fact that the “ Probate Act” 
appended to the will mentions an inventory of all 
and singular the personal estate and effects of Shak- 
speare, which, on the 22d of June, 1616, was filed, ac- 
cording to the then law, in the Prerogative Court of 
Canterbury, by Dr. Hall, Shakspeare’s son-in-law, 
}and acting executor of the will. It is suggested 
that the inventory shall be searched for, and it is 
probable that it exists and will be found. 


SHAKSPEARE’s Jest-Books.—A grandson of Wil- 
liam Hazlett, the great English essayist and critic, 
has published, with introduction and notes, reprints 
of the early and very rare jest-books supposed to 


have been used by Shakspeare. I. “ A Hundred 
Mery Talys,” from the only known copy. II. 
| “ Mery Tales and Quicke Answeres,” from the rare 
edition of 1567. “The Reader” says: “In 1814 
the late Mr. Singer reprinted Berthelet’s edition of 
‘The Mery Tales and Quicke Answeres,’ which ap- 
peared, without date, about the year 1535, suppos- 
ing it to be the book of ‘ Mery Talys’ alluded to by 
Beatrice in ‘Much Ado about Nothing ;’ and, to mark 
it as such, he called it ‘Shakspeare’s Jest-Book.’ At 
that time he imagined this to be the only edition of 
the book; but, his reprint having called attention 
to the subject, before a twelvemonth had elapsed, 
| an edition printed by Henry Wykes in 1567, contain- 
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ing, with all the old matter, twenty-six additional | 
stories, was brought under his notice. About the | 
same time the late Rev. J. J. Conybeare purchased | 
at an old book-stall a volume the stiffening to’ 
the covers of which had been formed, as was then 
the custom before milledboard came into use, of | 
leaves of waste-paper fastened together. The quick 
eye of Mr. Conybeare detected an antiquarian trea- | 
sure in the matter of which this stiffening was com- 
posed, and, upon soaking and separating the leaves, 
he brought to light the only known fragment of a 
book answering to the exact title quoted by Bea- | 
trice, ‘A. C. Mery Talys ;’ and as fortunately the 
binder had used more than one copy in the prepa- 
ration of the covers, the damaged and cut away | 
portions of some of the leaves were supplied from | 
other imperfect leaves, so as to form all but a per- | 
fect copy of the text. Still several gaps remained, | 
and when Mr. Singer reprinted it, along with the | 
‘Mery Tales, Wittie Questions, and Quicke An- 
sweres,’ in 1815, as ‘ Shakspeare’s Jest-Book, Part | 
IL,’ he added conjectural interpolations in italics 
to supply the gaps in the text.” 

ToprerR oN SHAKSPEARE.—As a matter of course, 
for he writes upon almost every subject, Martin F. |

OBITUARY. 
Professor Pillans, who held the chair of Humanity | 
(the classic languages) in the University of Edin- 
burgh for forty-three years, and previously had been 
Rector of the Edinburgh High School, has died at the | 
advanced age of 86. Byron’s “ English Bards and 
Scotch Reviewers” has the line :— 


“‘And paltry Pillans may traduce his friend.” 


The person meant was Gifford, whose “ Translation | 
of Juvenal” Pillans had severely criticized in the | 
“Edinburgh Review.” But Gitlord was not even 
his acquaintance. Eventually, Byron inserted a 
note withdrawing the accusation, but did not the 
less retain the line in which he made it. 
M. Ampere, the historian, Member of the Acadé- | 
mie Francaise, has lately died, aged sixty-four. | 
His teaching in the University of France, where | 
he was Professor of French Literature, was very 
successful. He had travelled extensively, and his 
numerous historical and other works have been 
very popular. 
_T. P. Cooke, the celebrated English representa- | 
tive of stage-seamen, has passed away at the ad-| 
vanced age of 78. Educated in the school of the | 
Marine Society, he entered the navy, and fought 
under Nelson at the bombardment of Copenhagen. 
In the engagement he was severely wounded, and | 
he afterwards received the medal distributed in| 
commemoration of the not wholly glorious victory. 
In 1840 he first appeared on the stage, and was | 
speedily recognized as the stage type of sailor—the 
‘British tar” of the last century—the beau ideal | 
of the nautical hero of real life. Perhaps his | 
greatest triumph was achieved in the part of “ Wil- | 
liam,” in Douglas Jerrold’s drama of “ Black-Eyed | 
Susan.” The last occasion upon which he appeared | 
on the stage was for the benefit of Jerrold’s family, | 
in 1857. Mr. Cooke was a good Shakspearian scho- | 
lar. He died in wealthy circumstances. 
Alexandre Calame, the celebrated French land-| 
Scape painter, whose atelier was in Geneva, is also| 
to be named among the able men who have lately | 
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died. His master, M. Francois Diday, survives 
him in robust health. 

Wn. George Daniel, an excellent Shakspearian 
and dramatic critic, also author of poetical satires, 
lyrics, an antiquarian novel, &c.,is no more. He 
died at the age of 75, and, besides being a writer, 
was the collector of one of the best libraries of rare 
books in existence. His Shakspearian collection, 
first folios and first editions, black-letter ballads, 
&e., are singularly interesting and complete. 
Among the Shakspearian treasures in the posses- 
sion of the deceased is the famous cassolette so 
often described and engraved, and which was pre- 
sented to David Garrick by the Corporation of Strat- 
ford-upon-Avon upon the occasion of the Jubilee.

lar work on the coins of civilized nations will prove | 


acceptable, whilst to the traveller such knowledge 
is indispensable, securing him from losses and trou- 
bles, and sparing him vexation and annoyance. 
To facilitate reference the countries are ranged al- 
phabetically, and the moneys in which accounts 
are kept are noted at the commencement of each 
particular state. The weight of the coins is given 
in grains Troy and in French grammes, and their 
relative purity is described by the English techni- 
eal terms “ betterness ” and “* worseness,” and also 
by “milliémes” (thousandth parts), both accord- 


ing to the respective mint regulations of each par- 


ticular country. It is stated that the idea of the 
work originated with Mr. L. C. Martin, who had 
progressed so far as te complete upwards of five 
hundred drawings of different coins, with a view of 
placing them in the hands of the lithographer, 
when, on the suggestion of the publishers, he 
adopted the principle of galvano-plastic casts, and 


Mr. Charles Triibner accordingly undertook to re-col- | 


lect the coins themselves—increasing their number 
to nearly one thousand—of which he has furnished 
accounts of the weight, fineness, and value in Eng- 
lish money, obtained from the best authorities. 
Valuable assistance was rendered to the authors 
by the Master of the Mint, and by gentlemen con- 
nected with the Department of Coins and Medals in 
the British Museum. It is claimed for the work 
that, as respects its form, no similar one has ever 
before been attempted in England. Electricity, by 
means of the galvanic battery, has been rendered 
available for the formation of the casts, and the fac- 
similes of the coins which form the illustrations 
have been taken from the coins themselves, all the 
work being executed by skilled artists, so as to in- 
sure fidelity in the copy and accuracy in the im- 
pression. It is the intention of the compilers to 
issue from time to time supplementary plates and 
letter-press, and thus keep the work up to date 
without throwing upon the purchaser the necessity 
of procuring new editions. The volume contains 
about one hundred and forty plates, each plate re- 
presetiting numerous coins; thus, there are five 
plates representing the coins of the United States, 
and including twenty-one gold pieces and sixteen 
silver pieces; among the gold coins thus repre- 
sented are the $50, $20, and $10 pieces issued by the 
Government for California, also the $5 piece issued 
by Motfatt & Co., and the dollar and the half-dollar 
pieces issued by private mint. The work we 
Should suppose indispensable to numismatists. 
The mode adopted for reproducing the coins must, 
on the whole, be regarded as a success, although 
Some of the impressions would be improved by 
more sharpness and distinctness. As a specimen 
of book-making the volume illustrates the taste, 
elegance, and enterprise which the Messrs. Triibner 
know so well how to employ.
